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ONE hundred and forty local 
people are starting work when a 
new Waitrose supermarket opens 
in Greenwich this week. 

The store is part of the huge New 
Capital Quay homes development at 
Dreadnought Wharf. Its arrival is yet 
another boost to the local economy, 
which has seen major investment in 
the borough’s high streets by national 
retailers and businesses. 

Waitrose has a policy of recruiting as 
locally as possible, and received 2,000 
applications for jobs at the Greenwich 
store. The 140 taken on went through 
a selection process, which was 
supported by Job Centre Plus and 
the borough jobs and training agency 
GLLaB. They then went off for three 
weeks training at other Waitrose 
branches in south east London. 

The store is a traditional Waitrose 
branch, with counters for fresh meat, 
fish, cheese, and a delicatessen. It is 
on the ground floor, with 18,000 square 
feet of shopping space, and a car park 
with 150 spaces below in the basement. 
It will open Monday to Saturday from 
7am to 10pm. Sunday opening will be 
from 11am to 5pm. 

The store’s official opening is 8am on 
Thursday (June 20) by Nick Raynsford

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Royal borough plans strategy for 
growth and tackling poverty 


BOOSTING the local 
economy, getting more 
people trained to help 
them find jobs, and 
building on the Olympic 
legacy - these are among 
a raft of priorities that 
have been drawn up by 
the royal borough for the 
next 12 to 18 months. 

They are due to be endorsed 
when the council’s Cabinet 
meets tomorrow evening 
(Wednesday, June 19). 

There are two overarching 
priorities-a strategy for growth, 
and another to tackle poverty. 

To support regeneration, 
growth and employment, 
the council has agreed an 
investment fund to promote 
the economy through tourism 
and the development of 
culture, while boosting 
economic growth, jobs 
and affordable housing. 

A key part of this will be to 


promote the Thames for both 
commuters and tourists. 

Alongside the plans for 
growth, the strategy to 
tackle poverty will be to 
work with both individuals 
and families to enhance 
skills and employability, and 
provide support to small 
businesses. There will also 
be a special focus on people 
affected by benefits cuts. 

GLLaB, the borough’s jobs 
and training agency, has built 
strong partnerships with 
employers such as Tesco, 
Waitrose and TK Maxx, to 
secure access to jobs for local 
people. But the council says 
the spotlight should now be 
turned on supporting growth 
among the borough’s 7,000 


small businesses, helping 
them modernise their 
operations and expand by 
providing more commercial 
and industrial space in 
which they can grow. 

As well as moves to tackle 
unemployment through the 
launch of the Greenwich 
Local Labour Project (GLLP) 
the council is also looking at 
ways to prevent young people 
aged 18-24 becoming ‘NEETS’ - 
those who are not in education, 
employment or training. 

The council is also 
negotiating with British Gas 
on a fuel poverty initiative 
to improve the energy 
efficiency of homes in the 
borough, including the 
affordable housing stock. 


Building on the Olympic 
legacy there are plans 
to develop facilities for 
athletics and other sports 
at Sutcliffe Park, and 
integrating Playground 
to Podium facilities so 
they will be better used by 
children with disabilities. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader 
of the royal borough, said: 
“Funds to take these priorities 
forward will come from a 
variety of sources, and many 
are already built into the 
council’s financial planning. 
We can take all this forward 
without affecting council 
tax or reducing services 
and without any impact 
to the council’s financial 
standing and strategies.”

Cupboard love 

Council offices now used for food bank larder

VOLUNTEERS who run 
the Greenwich Foodhank 
can help more needy 
people now that they 
have a huge centralised 
warehouse to store and 
bag up donations of food. 

The royal borough has 
given over the ground floor of 
disused social services offices 
in Orangery Lane, Eltham, 
for volunteers to kit out 
and use as a storage depot. 

More than 50 regular 
volunteers collect food 
donations from 28 
collection points around 
the borough, including 
schools, supermarkets, the 
Town Hall in Woolwich and 
churches. They then take 
them to the warehouse and 
bag up food packs for one 
to four people. These are 
then distributed via the 
foodbank’s Welcome Centres 
at Eltham, Blackheath, 
Kidbrooke, Plumstead, 

Thamesmead and Woolwich. 

The Rev Paul Rogers, 
minister of Eltham Park 
Baptist Church and the 
director of the foodhank, 
said: “We are so very grateful 
for the council’s generosity 
and hard work in making 
this possible. The warehouse 
is crucial to our whole 
operation across the borough 
and enables us to do in 
Greenwich what is not done 
anywhere else in London. 


“The warehouse will enable 
us to further increase our 
operation and effectiveness. 
It is so good to be in 
partnership with the royal 
borough in helping the 
most needy in this way. 

“The packs give three days’ 
supply of emergency food to 
people in crisis, which may 
be caused by many things 
such as major changes in 


benefits, soaring fuel bills, 
or becoming unemployed. 

“It’s a stop-gap emergency 
measure providing a 
helping hand from people 
who care to more than 
30 people every week.” 

Council leader Cllr Chris 
Roberts, said: “The foodhank 
provides a vital service in 
the royal borough and we 
are happy to support it 


by offering the use of our 
offices as a warehouse. We 
know it will make a major 
difference to their operations 
as it means they can keep all 
their food stock in one place, 
making it possible for them 
to run more efficiently, grow 
and help more people.”

The council is now responsible 
for public health locally and 
health experts are reminding 
families that measles is highly 
infectious and should not 
be regarded as a 'harmless' 
childhood disease. They also 
stress that it can lead to death 
in severe cases, including for 
older children and adults and 
have issued the following 
advice: 


• Parents should make 
sure their children are fully 
protected against mumps, 
measles and rubella with two 
doses of the MMR vaccine. 
•The first does can be given at 
1 2 months old and the second 
can be given three months 
later. 

• It is never too late for a child 
to have the MMR if they have 
not previously had any of the 
vaccinations.

Ace of the skies 

Battle of Britain pilot honoured with memorial at SE3 crash site 



AS Richard ‘Dickie’ Reynell flew 
over Blackheath barely 1,000 
ft up, his Hawker Hurricane 
was caught in the sights of two 
Messerschmitt 109s he had been 
desperately trying to evade. 

Short bursts from the German 
guns ripped through the wings 
and fuselage - which were already 
peppered with small arms fire from 
the bombers he had been trying to 
down. 

It was September 6, 1940 - the height 
of the Battle of Britain, and the 
fearless Australian pilot was 
in the thick of the fiercest 
dogfights seen in western 
Europe. 

Minutes earlier 
he’d been scrambled 
straight into a swarm of 
German Dorniers and 
Heinkel Ills which had 
followed the Thames 
from the east to drop 
their deadly payloads on 
a city under siege. 

As the Mel09s opened up 
bullets ricocheted around the 
cockpit and Dickie was hit. With 
the engines now streaming thick 
black smoke, he used his remaining 
strength to steer the stricken aircraft 
away from a nearby convent and 
school, before he pulled the canopy. 
He managed to separate himself 
from the aircraft but his parachute 
never opened. His body was found 
later, just yards from the flaming 
wreckage of his beloved Hurricane. 
He was just 28 years old. 

Now, 73 years later, the flight 
lieutenant will he recognised for his 
sacrifice with a plaque at the spot 
where he crashed. 

“The plane came down at The 
Point, a little tiny park just at 
the top of Blackheath Hill,” said 
Ed McManus, from the Shoreham 
Aircraft Museum. “There’s a very 
steep drop almost like a cliff, and 
right in front of you is Canary Wharf. 

“His body landed on the ground 
with the parachute not open. His 


role that day was to intercept the 
German formations attacking 
London.” 

The aircraft museum is 
campaigning to honour all of the 
Battle of Britain airmen who died 
within a 10-mile radius of its base, 
and the ceremony for Dickie is on 
June 28. 

“The memorial will be where the 
Hurricane came down,” Ed added. 
“His body fell on the other side of the 
road in the grounds of a convent at 
the top of Blackheath Hill. It’s 
since been demolished and 
there’s a block of flats 
there. The service 
will be within yards 
of where he was 
killed.” 

A stone 

monument to mark 
the spot will be 
unveiled, and some 
of Dickie’s relatives 
- over from Australia 
and Spain - will lay 
wreaths. Dickie was one 
of ‘The Few’ - the young pilots 
who thwarted Nazi invasion plans 
by decimating the Luftwaffe in the 
late summer of 1940. 

Ed, who himself has 10 years’ 
experience in the Forces said: 
“The Few occupy a place in our 
imagination - they saved us. A lot of 
historians want to revise everything 
and say that the Germans couldn’t 
have invaded anyway, that they 
didn’t have the technology - which 
to my mind is rubbish. 

“Our guys were fighting with their 
backs to the wall - it was their 
country. But Reynell volunteered 
from the other side of the world. He 
didn’t have to be there, and that’s a 
big credit to him. Now you can fly to 
Australia for 700 quid, but in 1940 it 
was a six-week boat journey. Fancy, 
coming all that way to be killed.” 

• The memorial is at 1pm on Friday, 
June 28 at The Point, Blackheath. It is 
open to the public.

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£1 4,000 fine for council house fraudster 


A WOOLWICH woman who sublet her 
council flat to relatives while living in her 
privately-owned home has been given a 
suspended prison sentence and ordered 
pay nearly £1 4,000 to the royal borough. 
Care manager Patience Ejegi-Adekugbe, 46, 
pleaded guilty at Woolwich Crown Court to 
fraud, by obtaining council accommodation 
using false information. The court heard 
she had been granted tenancy of 44 Wixom 
House, Kidbrooke, after her own property 
had been bought back as part of the decant 
exercise on the Ferrier Estate. At the time 
she said that she did not own any other 


property and had nowhere else to live. At 
a later stage she was granted the tenancy 
of 8 Derrick Gardens, Charlton. Once 
again, she declared she had no alternative 
accommodation. Investigators from the 
council's Internal Audit & Anti-Fraud team 
then discovered she had bought a Woolwich 
property in May 2004, and had been living 
there while subletting the homes in Wixom 
House and Derrick Gardens. She was given 
a year's prison sentence, suspended for 1 2 
months and given 80 hours community 
service. The royal borough made a claim 
for financial losses caused by having to 


provide emergency accommodation as it 
was not able to make use of the two council 
properties. The judge ordered her to pay 
£13, 779 to the royal borough and legal 
costs of £1,200. 

Cllr Steve Offord, the cabinet member for 
housing, said: "This case shows that the 
royal borough will not only prosecute 
offenders but financially pursue those that 
fraudulently obtain council accommodation 
or sublet council property."

fined for no heating at flat 


Landlord 

A PRIVATE landlord who left her 
Thamesmead tenant without any 
heating during the cold winter 
has been was fined £5,000. 

The royal borough brought a 
prosecution against Adekemi 
Agoro for breaching a housing 
act improvement notice for the 
property in Celandine Drive. 

Magistrates at Bexley said they 
were concerned at the poor 
conditions the tenant had been 


left to live in. 

The worst problems included a 
broken gas boiler, which left the 
tenant without heating, rotten 
windows - where a bedroom 
window had completely fallen 
out -- and a lack of lighting in the 
kitchen. 

The court also ordered Agoro 
to pay court costs of £492 and a 
victim surcharge of £1 20. 

Cllr Maureen O'Mara, the 


council's cabinet member 
for community safety and 
environment said: "The royal 
borough will always seek to take 
the strongest action against those 
landlords who fail to maintain 
a safe environment for their 
tenants. 

"There is sufficient advice 
and information on hand for 
landlords to deal with issues 
long before being taken to court 


and I urge them to look to this 
course of action in future. Our 
Environmental Health Residential 
Team is always willing to offer 
assistance to tenants seeking help 
about their housing conditions."

Horses for 
royal courses 

A HORSE named Othello is one of the stars of 
a fascinating historical account of the King's 
Troop Royal Horse Artillery. 

The new book. Royal Salute, is by a former 
serving officer Bill Clarke, and details the 
journey of the country's most glamorous 
military unit to Woolwich last year. 

It's the story in words and pictures of the 
gunners and horses of the Royal Horse 
Artillery, from their time at St John's Wood 
Barracks in 1880 to their move to Woolwich 
Barracks in Repository Road in 2012. 

Clarke, a former major who enlisted in the 
Royal Artillery as a 15-year-old boy in 1960, 
sheds light on the troop's role in providing the 
horse-drawn gun carriage for the September 
1997 funeral of Diana, Princess of Wales, and 
its ceremonial duties at the 2002 funeral of the 
Queen Mother. 

The author, who was posted to the King's 
Troop at St John's Wood in 1963,also chronicles 
the time he took part in the State Funeral of Sir 
Winston Churchill in 1965. 

Individual horses feature prominently 
in the book. They include chestnut- 
coloured Jones and Othello, which 
saw active service in the horrors of the 
— P Great War. They survived the conflict, 
eventually retiring to an officer's family 
farm in Suffolk. 

The volume recounts the life and 
times of the Royal Horse Artillery 
k through a wealth of anecdotes 
and historic photographs. 

Its title refers to the 
centuries-old firing of canon, 
now used on royal and State 
occasions. The book's final 
photograph shows The Troop 
leaving the St John's Wood 
Barracks for the very last time 
^ on February 6, 201 2, to make 
^ i its way to its new home in 
Woolwich. 

Clarke, (left) retired 
from the active list in 
December 1 999, and took 
up a staff appointment 
as a retired Officer at the 
Royal School of Artillery, 
finally retiring from the 
Ministry of Defence in 2011. 
In the last 20 years he has 
published several books 
on military and regimental 
history.

Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
